The fiſt Religion that evcr was redyecd to cx3G rules and ritu- 
all obſervances was thar of rhc Hebrews, the ancient pecple of God, 
called afterwards Judaiſm, the ſecond Ci:jtt.utty, rhe third Ma- 
bometiſme, which is the youngeſt of all Religions: Touching Pa- 
garniſme, and Heatheni(h idolarry, racy ſcarce deſerve rhe name of 
Religion; bur for the former three, ther is rhis analogy berween 
them, rhat rhey all agree inthe twit Perion of rhe Trinity and all 
his attributes; Whar kind of Religion ther was before the Flood, 
it is in yain to make any rccarches, ther having bin no monu- 
ments art all left, (beſides that little we find in M/es and the Phar- 
nician ſtory) but Seth's Villars, and thoſe ſo defac'd, that nothing 
was legible upon them, though Feſephus ſaith, That one was ex- 
rant in his daics: as alfo the oke under which Ab;4bam feaſted 
God Almighty, which was 2900 ycars after, The Religion (or 
Cabal) of the H:by:ws was transferred from the Patriarichs to Mo- 
fes, and from him te the Prophets, Ir was honoured with the ap- 
pcarance, and promulgartions of God himſclf, ſpecially the berter 
part of it, I mean the decalogue containing the Ten Commande-' 
nents, which being moſt cf them moral and agreeing with the 
gormmon notions of man, are in force all the world over; 
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The Jews art thus day are divided to three SeQs; the frſt, which 
is the greateſt, are call'd the Talmudiſts, in regard that beſides 
the Holy Scripcures they embrace the Talmud, which is ſtuft*d with 
rhe Traditions of thcir Rabbins and Chacams: The ſecond receive 
rhe Scripture alone: The third the Pentatcuch only, viz. the 
hve Boeks of Moſer which are called Sama1iianes, Now rouching 
what pat of the earth is poſleſled by Jews, 1 cannot find they 
have any at all peculiar ro themſelyes, bur in regard of their mur- 
murings, their frequent [dolatries, defe&ions, and that they cru- 
cined the Lord of lite, this once ſele& Nation of God, and rhe in- 
habirants of the Land flowing with milk and honey,is becom now 
a {corned lquandeted pceple all rhe earth over, being ever fince 
incapable of any coalition or reducement into one body politic : 
There wher they are moſt withour mixture, is Tibexias in Paleſtine , 
vwh.ch Amu'a'h gave Mcuydex the Jew, whither, and to 7eruſalem, 
upon any conveniency,they convey the boncs of rheir dead trends 
from all places to be reinterred, They are to be found in all Mer- 
cantile Towzs and great Marts, both in 4/ris, 4fa, and Europe, the 
dominions of Ex2/and, of the Spaniard and French cxcepred ; and 
as their prr/ons, {0 their profeſſion is deſpicable, being for the molt 
part bur Brokers every where, Among other places they are al. 
lowed to bein Roar her ſelf near S, Peters chair; tor they advance 
Trade wherlſoever they com, with the banks of money, and ſo are 
permitted as zec({/@ry evils: but pur caſe the whole Nation of the 
Jews now living were united into one colle&ive body, yer,accord- 
ing to the beſt conjecture and cxafteſt computation that 1 could 
bear made by the knowing men, they would not be able ro pee- 
ple a Countrey bigger than the ſeventcen Provinces, Thoſe that 
arediſperied nowin Chriſtendom, and Turky, are the remnants 
only of the Tribes of 74a, and Brajam'n, with ſom Levites which 
returned from Babylon with Ze-ubbabe!/. The common opinion is, 
thar the orher ten are utreily loſt, but they themlclves fancy thar 
they arc in Ind!a a mighty Nation, environcd with ſtony Rivers, 
which always ceaſe to run their courſe on their Sabbath, fron 
whence they expe their Meſlias. who fhallin the fulnes of rime 
&'rc-run the world with fire and {word, and re-eſtabliſh them in a 
temporal glorious ſtarc : Bur this opinion {ways moſt among the 
Gricntal Jews, wheras they of the Weſt artend the coming of their 
Meſiias ft: om Porruga!; which Language is more common among 
them then any orher. And thus much in brief of the Jews, as much 
as I could digeſt,and comprehend within the compas of this paper- 
faces; and ler it ſerve for the accompliſhment of the fiſt part of 
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your defire: In my next I ſhall give you the beſt ſatisfation 1 
can concerning the exrent of c-7i{{iantsy up and down the globe 
of the earth, which I ſhall ſpeedily ſend; for now that I have un- 
dertaken ſuch a rask, my pen ſhall nor reſt rill I have finiſhes ir :

ſtrated from common natural Idea's, and ſenſual happines, as the 
Chriſtian: No Religion thar excites man more to the love and 
practice of vertue, and hatred of vice, or that preicribes greater 
reward«for the one, and puniſhments for the other : A Religion 
thatin a moſt miraculous manner did expand her ſelf and propa- 
gat by ſimplicity, humblenes, and by a mecr pathive way of tortt- 
tude, growing up like the Palm-tree under the heavy weight of 
perſecution ; for never any Religion had more powerful oppofiti- 
: on, by varieus kinds of puniſhments, oppreffions and tortures, 
' which may be ſaid to have deck'd her with ;ubies in her very cra= 
dle; In ſomuch thar it is granted by her very enemies, thar the 
\ Chriſtian in point of paſſzve valour hath exceeded all other Narti- 
ons upen earth, And *tis a thing of wonderment, how at her very 
+firſt growth ſhe flew over the heads of ſo many interjacent vaſt 
*Regions into this remote Iſle ſo ſoon, that her rays ſhould ſhine 
upon the Crown of a Britith King firſt of any, mean King Iucius, 
"the true Proto Cir:[ien King in the days of Elrutherius, at which 
xime ſhe recciv'd her propagation ; but for her plantation ihe had | 
3rlong before by ſom of the Apoſtles themlelves, Now, as Chri- 
Nian Religion hath the pureſt and moſt abſlractcd , the har-

boll of faith with her, bccauſe they are not within the cloſc of her

of Philippi, as many underhim of .;thens, and he of Corjy:hb hath 
' about an hundred ſuffragan Bithops under him. 

But in Afich (a thing which cannot-be too much lamented) 
that huge extent of Land which Chriſtianity pellefſ:d of old 
*twixt the Meditetrancan Sea, and the Mountain Atlas, yea, as far 
as Fg ypt, with the large Region of Nubir, the Tutks haye over- 
maſtered : We read of 200 Biſhops mer in Synods in thoſe parts; 
and in that Province where old Carthage ſtood, ther wer 164 Bis 
ſhops under one Metropolitan ; but Mahometi/me hath now over- 
ſpread all thereabour, cnly the King of Spain hath a new Maritinn 
Towns under Chriſtians ubiefion as Septr, Tornger, Oran and 
others. Bur through all the huge continent of 4ff.c , which is 
cKimarcd to be thrice bigger than Europe, ther is not one Region 
entirely Chriſtian, but Hab:fſia or Ethiopia ; befides, ther is in 
Feypt a conliderable number of them yer ſojourning: Now Ha- 
baſſia according to the itinerarics of the obſerying'it travellers in 
thole parts, is thought to be in reſpeftive magnitude as big as 
Germiny, Spain, France, and T:aly conjundly ; an eftimar which 
comes nearer truth then rhar which ſom make, by ftrerching ir 
from one 170jic to the other, viz, from the Red Seca rothe Weſtern 
Occan; ther arc alſo divers Iſles upon the Coaſt of 4f;is that 
are coloniz.'d with Chriſtians, as the Madera, the Canarzes, Cape 
Viri, and Saint Thomas; but on the Eaſt-fide thex's none bur 
Z0:0t0-a. 

In 4{a ther's the Empire of Ruſſia that's purely Chriſtian, and 
the Mountain Libazus in Syria ; in other parts they are mingled 
with Mahometanes, who exceed them one day more then another 
in numbers, ſpecially in thoſe Provinces (the more's the pity) wher 
the Goſpel was firſt preached, as Anatolia, Armenia, Syria, Meſopo- 
tamia, Paleſtina, Chaldea, Afſyria, Perſia, the north of 4rabia, 2nd 
ſouth of [14ia; in ſom of theſe parts, I ſay, ſpecially in the four 
firſt, Chriſtians are thick mixt with Mahometanes, as.aVo in Eat 
Indis ſince the Poytugals dilcovery of the paflage by the C29 ©:

The vaſt prop :gation of this unhappy SeQmay be alcribed firſt 
ro the Sword, tur the conſcience co mmonly is apt 10 fellow the Con- 
queriy; Then to the looſe reines it gives to all ſenſuall liberry,as to 
have cight wives and as many concubines as one can maintain, 
with the allurance of Y/in:reex delights in a {ar higer degree to 
ſucceed afrer death to the religious obſervers of it, asthe fruiri- 
on of the bcautifull daniclls,with large rouling eyes, whoſe virgi- 
nity ſhall renew after every a&,rtheir youth ſhall laſt alwaies with 
their luſt, and love ſhall be ſatiared with onely one, where it 
ſhall remain inalienable, They concur with the Chriſtian bur on- 
ly in the act.nowledgment of one Ged, and in his atrribures : 
With the Zew they ſymbolize in many things more, as in circum- 
cifion, in refraining from ſwines fleſh, in deteftation of images, 
and ſomwhat in the quality of future happines,whicb, as was (ad 
before, they place in Yenerean pleaſure,as rhe Jew doth in feaizg 
and banquetings, lo that neuher of their lawes have puniſhment 
enough to deter mankind from wickednes and vice, nor do they 
promiſe adzxquat rewards for vertue and piety ; for in the whole 
Alcoran, and through all the writings of Moſes ther's not a word 
of Angclicall joys and eternity : And herein Chriſtianity far ex- 
cclls both theſe Religions, for ſhe placeth furyre happines in Fi-

and pceple before mentioned, an irregular confus'd narion in 
Europe call d the Morduits ; which occupy the middle conhnes be- 
twixt the Tartars and the Fuſſe, that are mingled in Rites of Re-

being nothing elle bur that moyſlure and ſap which is caus'd ei-

traCtive heat of the Sun, the Bowels of the carth ſerving as a

which are the two Pillarsthat ſupport the 1'fe of man © but tnce 
Brer hath hopp'd in amonſt us, Ale is thought to be much adulce- 
rated, and nothing ſo geod 2s Sir Foba O!d-Caſl/e, and SRgg 
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the Smith was us'd ro drink : Beſides Ale and Beer, the natural 
drink of part of this Iſle may be ſaid ro be Metheglin, Brag got, 
and Mead, which differ in ftrengrh according to the three de- 
grecs of compariſon, The tuft of the three, which is ſtrong in 
the ſuperlarif,if raken immoderarcly, doth ſtupific more then any 
other liquor,and kceps a bumming in the brain,which made one 
ſay that he lov'd not Methrg'in, beeauſc he was us'd roſpeak too 
much of the howſe he came from, meaning the hive : Sider and 
Perry are allo the natural drinks of part of this Iſle » Bur I have 
read in {om old Authors of a famous drink the ancient Nation of 
the Piffs who lived 'twixt Trent andTweed and were utterly extin- 
guifhed by the over-powring of the $cot,wer uſed ro make of de- 
coction of flowers, the receipt wherof they kept as a ſccrer, and 
a thing ſacred to themſelves, lo it periſh'd with them ; Theſe 
arc all the common drinks of this I{le;and of 1 e/an4 alſo, *where

In the ſeventcen Provinceshard by, and all lowG:ymany, beer 
is the common natural drink,and nothing cl(c, ſo is it in Weſtfalia, 
ard all the loweretrcuir of Saxoxy, in Dezmarh, Swrthland, and 
Norway ; The P:ufſehath a beer asthiek as honey, in the Duke 
ot Saxes Countrey : ther is beer as yellow as gold made of whear, 


and ir inebriates as ſoon as Sack, Inſom parts of Germany they 


uſe to ſpice their beer , which will keep many yeers ; ſo that ar 
ſom weddings ther will be a butr of beer drunk out as old as the 
Bride Po(and allo is a beer Countrey, but in Ruſſia, Muſcoty, 
and Te/:4y they uſe meal, which is the naturalleſt drink of the 
Count: ev, being mad2 of the decottion of water, and honey, rhis 
3s that which the Ancients call'd Hy;Jrome! : Mares milk is a gicat 
drink with the Tatar, which may be a cauſe why they are bigger 
thin ordinary, for the Phylicians hold » Thar milk enlargeth the 
boncs , F cer ftrengtheneth the nerves, and wine breeds blood 
ſocnur than any other liquor, The Tu: k when he hath his tripe 
full of pelaw, or of Muton and Rice, willgo to natures ccllar ; 
either to the next Well or River to drink water, which is his na- 
cural common drink, for ahower taught them, that ther was a 
devil in evry berry of the grape, and fo made a ſti& inhibition 
© all his {ect from drinking of wine as a thing prophane : he had 


alſo a reach cf policy thercin, becauſe they ſhould nor be incum- 
bred 
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bred with luggage when they went to war as other Nations do, 
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who are ſo troubled with the carriage of their wine and bevera- 
ges : yer hath the Turk peculiar drinks to himſclf beſides, as 
Sherbet made of juyce of Lemon, Sugar, Amber and ther ingre- 
dicnts; he hath alſo a drink call d Caupke, which is made of a 
brown berry, and it may be call d their clubbing drink between 
meals, which though ir be nor very guſtful to the palare, yer iris 
very comfortable re the ſtomack, and good for the fght; but nor- 
withſtanding their Prophers Anathemre, thouſands of them will 
venture to drink wine, and they will make a precedent prayer to 
their {ouls to depart from their bodies in the interim, for fear ſhe 
partake of the ſame pollution : nay, the laſt Turk dicd of exceſs 
of wine, for he had at one time {wallow'd three and thirty okes, 
which is a meaſure near upon the bignes of our quart, and that

is the greateſt Mart for Wines in all F/ance; The Scot becauſe he 
hath always bin an uſcful confederate to France againſt England, 
harh (among other privileges) right of preemprion or firſt choice 
of Wines in Bourdeaux ; he is alſo permitted to carry his Ordnance 
to the very Walls of the Town, wheras the Ezgiiſh are forc'd to 
leave them at Blay a good way diſtant down the River : Ther is a 
bard green Wine that grows abour Roche!, and the Iſlands ther- 
abours, which the cunning Hellander lomrime uſcd to fetch, and he 
hath a trick to put a bag of herbs, or ſom other infuſions into. ic, 
(as he doth brimſtone in Rheniſh) to give it a whiter tinRure, and 
more {weetnes, then they re-imbark ir for Englead,wher it paſlerh 
for good Bachrag, and this is called ftoomtng of wines : In No!- 
mandy ther's little or no wine at all grows, therfore che common 
drink of that Countrey is cyder, ſpecially in low Normandy ; Ther 
arc alſo many beer-houſes in Paris and ellewhere, but theugh 
their barlcy and water be better then ours, or that of Germany, 
and though they have Engliſh and Dutch brewers amongſt-them, 
yer they cannot make Beer in that perfeCtion, 

The prime Wines of Germany grow about the Rhine,ſpecially 
in the Pfalts or lower Palatinat about Bacbrag,which hath its Ery- 
mology from Pacchi axa, for in ancient times rher was an Altar 
erccd there ro the honour of Bacchys, in regard of rhe richnes 
of the wines, Here and all Frazce over, *tis held a great pait of 
inciviliry for maidens to drink wine untill they are married, as ir is 
in Spain for them to wear high ihooes. or to paint till then : The 
G:7mane mothers, to make their ſons fall into hatred of wine, do 


uſe when they are litrle ro put ſom Owles eggs into acup of Rhe- 


niſh, and ſomrtimes a little living Eel, which twingling in the 
wine while the child is drinking fo ſcares him, that many com to 
abhor and have an antiparhy to wine all their lives afrer. From 
Ba: brag the firſt Nocks of vines which grow now in the grand 
Canary Iſland were brovghr, which with the hear of the Sun and 
the Soyl, is grown new to thar height of perfeQtion, that the

the Sciences, ſpeculative learning, and civility wherof the Greeks 
accountcd theniſclves to be the grand Maſters, accounting all 
other Nations E4rb4rians beſides themſelves : Thirdly, rhe na- 
tural inclination and dexterity the Grecks had to commerce, 
wherunto they employed themſclves more than any other Nati- 
on except the Phan:ctan and Armenian, which may be a realon 
why in all places moſt commonly they colonized the Maritme 
paris, for I do not $1d they did p.netrate ſar into the bowels of 
any Countrey, but 1 ck'd on the Sza-ſide in obvious mercantile 
placcs, and acc-ſhble Ports, 

Now many ages i{ince the Greek tongue isnot only impaired, 
and ptutully degencrated in her purity and eloquence, bur cx- 
rremely decayed in her amplitude and vulgarnes ; For firſt, ther 
IS NO Trace ar all left her in Frazce or Ttaly, the S/auimic rongue 
hath aboliſhed her in Epire and Macedon, the Turkith hath out- 
ed he: frum moft parts of Anatolia, and the 414bien hath cx- 
tingaiſhed herin Syria, Paefire, Feypt, and ſundry other places; 
Now touching her degeneration from her primitive ſuavity and 
elegance, ir is nor alcoguther ſo much as the deviation and dc- 
clnfion of the 1taltan, from the Latine, yer it is ſo far that I 
could ſer foot on no place, nor hear of any people, wher either 
the A:tic, Doric, Eolic or Bucolic, ancient Greck is vulgarly ſpo- 
ken ; only in ſom plac:s nzar Heracled in Anatolia and in Pelepo- 
weſus ( now Called the Morea) they ſpeak of fom Towns called the 
Lxcones which retain yer and vulgarly ſpeak the old Greek, bur 
incongrucufly, yer though they cannor themſelves Ipeak accor- 
ding torules, they underſtand thoſe thax do ; Nor 1s this cor- 
rupzion happened to the Greck language,as ir ulcth to happen to 
vibes, either by the Law of the Conqueror, or inundation of 
ſtrangers, bur ir is nfcalibly crept in by their own ſupine neglt- 
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gence, and fantaſticknes: ſpecially by that common fatality and 
changes which attend time and all other fublunary things : nor

cay of theſe two ancient Nations ; the one the {cle& people of 
God, the other the moſt famous rhat ever was for Arts, Armes, 
Civility and Goyernment ; ſo that in ftatu quo Wunc they who 
term'd allthe world Baybayians in compariſon of themſelves in 
tormer times, may be now term*d more than any other Barbari- 
ans themlelyes, as having guite lot not only all inclination and 
alpiings te Knowledge and Vertue, but likewiſe all courage and 
bravery of mind to recover their ancient freedom and honour, 

Thus have you my Lord, as much of the Greek Tongue asI 
could comprchend within the bounds of a letter , a Tongue thar 
both for knowle 1ge, for commerce, and for copiouſnes was the prin- 
Cipalleſt that ever was: In my next I will return nearer home, 
and give your Lerd{hip account of the Latys Tongue , and 
of her three daughters the French, Ita/tan, and Spaniſh ; in the

FM A Y laſt was a purſuit of my endeavours ro comply with your 
Lordikips deſires touching Languages 3 And 1 ſpent more 

Oyl and Labour than ordinary in diſplaying the Greek Tongue, 
becauſe we are more beholden to her for all Philoſophical and 
Theoric knowledge, as alſo for rules of commerce and commura- 
tive juſtice, than unto any other ; I will now proceed to the La- 
zine Tongue, which had her ſource in 7tey, in L4ttum calld now 
Compazne d: Roma, and received her growth with the monſtrous 
encreaſe of the City and Empire : Touching the one, ſhe came 
from poor mud walls ar Mount Pa!s:ine which wer ſcarce a mile 
aþour ar firſt, ro be afterward fifry miles compas, { as ſhe was 
IP 
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in the reign of 4ure/:anus) and her Territories which wer hardly 
a dayes journies extent, cam by favorable ſuccelles and fortune of 
War ro be above three thouland in length, from the banks of 
Rhine, or rather from the ſhores of this 1ifland ro Euphrates, ana 
{omrimes to the River Tig/ts : with rhis vaſt expanſivn of Roman 
Territorics the tongue allo did {pread ; yer | do not find by rhole 
re-{carches I have made into Antiquity, that ſhe was vulgarly 
ipoken by any Nation, or in any entire Countrey, but in 1:4/y it 
{elf : Fornortwithſtanding, that ic was the prafiſe of the Roman 
with the Lance to uſher in his Laws and Language as marks of 
Conquelt ; yet I believe his Tongue never took ſuch firm imprel- 
hon any where, as to becom the vulgar cpidem'c ſpecch of any 
pceplkc cls: or that ſhe wasable to null and extinguiſh rhe native 
Languages ſhe found in thoſe places where ſhe planted her Sran- 
dard : nor can there be amore pregnant inſtance hereof rhen this 
Ifland, for notwithſtanding thar the remain'd a Roman Province 
four hundred years together, yer the Latinc Tongue could never 
have the yoguc here fo far as to abolith rhe Brirtith or Cambrian 
tongue, 

*Tis reve, that in France and Spain ſhe made decper imprel- 
ons, the reaſon may be in regard ther were far more Roman Co- 
lonics planted there, for whereas ther were bur four in this ifle, 
there were nine and twenty in France, and hity ſeven in Spain, 
and the greateſt entertamment the Larine rongue tound out of. 
T'aly her ſelf, was in theſe two Kingdoms; yer 1 am of op:nion 
thar the pure congruous G rammartical Latine was never [poken 
in cither of them as a vulgar vernacular Language common a- 
monegſt women and childien; no nor in all 1:11 it ſelf except Ia- 
tim : In Af/ic, though ther were fixty Reman Colon'cs dil- 
pers'd upon thar Continent, yet the LatineTongue made nor ſuch 
deep impre{tions ther, nor in Aſta either, nor i8 it to be thoughr 
that in thoſe Colonies themſelves did the common Souldier ſpeak 
i! that congruity as the Flamins, the Judges, the Mag:ſtrates and 
chick Commanders did : When the Rom -2s {cnt Legions and 
planted Colonics abroad, *twas for divers polit'cal confiderations, 
partly to ſecure their new acqueſts, partly to abate the ſuperflu- 
ous numbers and redundancy of Rome, then by this way they 
tound means to employ and reward men of worth,and to heigh- 
tn their mind<, for the Rowan ſpirit did riſe up » and takc 
growth with his good ſucceſles, conqueſts, commands and em- 
ployments, | 

Bur the reaſon that Fhe Latine Tongue found nor ſuch enter- 
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ra;nment in theOuenral parts,was that the Greek had fore-ſtaJl'd 
her, which was of more eſteem among them, becaule of the learn- 
ing that was couch'd in her, and that (he was more uſcful for ne- 
gotiation and trakc, whercunto the Greeks were more addicted 
than any pecple; thercfore though the Romans had an ambition 
to make thoſe torren Nations that wer under their yoak ro [peak 
as well as to do what plcalſcd them, and that all orders, edi&s, 
Ictters, and the Lawcs themſclves civil as well as marriall, were 
publih'd and execured in Lartine ; yet I believe this Latine was 
{poken no etherwiſe among thoſe Natiors than the Spaniſh or 
Caſtillian Tongue is now in the Netherlands, in Sicily, Sardi- 
nia, Naples, the two Indies, and other Provincial Countries 
which are under that King : nor did the pure Latine Tongue 
continue long art a ſtand of perfection im Rome and Latium ir 
ſclt among allſoxts of peeple, bur ſhe receiv d changes and cor- 
ruption ; neither do | believe that ſhe was born a perted&t Lan- 
guage at firſt, bur ſhe receiv'd nutriment, and degrees of perfeRi- 
on with time, which matures, refines and finiſheth all things } 
The verſcs of the Sa/ii compos'd by Numa Pomp lins wer icarce 
intelligible by the Flamins and Judges themſelves in the wane of 
the Roman Conmon-wealth, nor the Lawes of the Decemviy: : 


And if that Latine wherin were couch d the capitulations of peace - 


"*ewixt Rome and Carthage a little after the expulſion of rhe 
Kings, which are yer extant upon a pillar in Rome, were com- 
par'd rothat which was ſpoken in C@/zrs reign 140, after, at 
which time the Latine Tongue was mounted to the Meridian of 
her pe:fe&ion,the would be found as diftcring as Spaniſh now 
diffcreth from the Latine : Afrer C@/4r and C:cer9's rimethe La- 
rinc Tongue continued in Rome and Italy in her purity four 
hundred ycers together, untill rhe Gaths ruſh'd into lraly firſt un- 
der Alatic, then the Hunns under At:ila, rhen the Vandals under 
Genſe:icus, and the Herul# under Qdoacer who was proclaimed 
King of Italy, but the Goths a little after under Theodovic thruft 
out the Heruli, which Theo 0/4 was by Zeno the Emperor 
formally inveſted King of Italy, who with his ſucceſſor reign'd 
there peaccably fxry years and upwards; ſothart in all proba- 
bility rhe Goths cohabiring ſo .long among the Ttaliazs muſt 
adulrerat their Language as well as their women. 

The laſt barbarous pceple that invaded 1:-ly about the year 
570, wer the Loybards, who having taken firm rooting in the 
very bowels of the Countrey above 200, yeers without interrup- 
tion, during the reign of twenty Kings, muſt of necellity =_ wot; 
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deprave the general ſpeech ef the natural inhabitants, and a- 
mong others one argument may be, thar the beſt and midland 
part of Iraly chang'd its name and took its appellation from 
theſe laſt Invaders,calling it ſelf 1owmbardy which name it retains 
ro this day : yer before the intruſions of rheſe wandring and war- 
I:ke people into Italy, ther may be a precedent cauſe of ſom cor- 
ruption that might creep into the Latine Tongue 1n point of 
vulgarity ; firſt, the incredible confluence of ferreners that came 
daily far and near, from the coloniz'd Provinces to Rome, then 
the infinite number; of flaves which ſurpaſled the number of free 
Cir;zens, might much impair the purity of the Larine rongue z 
| 


and laſtly, thole inconſtancies and humor of novelty, which is na- 
rurally inherent in man, who according to thoſe frail elementary 
| p-inciples and ingredients wherof he 1s compog'd, is ſubject ro 
inſenſible alterations and apr to receive impreſſions of any 
change., | 

Thus My Lord, as ſuccin&ly as 1 could digeſt it into the nar-

Our of her urine have ſprung up the 1telan, the Spaziſh and the 
F:och, wherof ] am now to trear, bur I think it not improper tO 
wake a reſearch firſt what the radical prime mother rongues of 
theſe Countrics wer before the Roman Eagle planted her talons 
upon them, Concerning 
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Concer _y Italy, doubrles ther were divers before the Latine 
did ſpread all over that Couutrey, the Calabrian and Apultan 
ſpoke Greek, whereot ſom reliques are ro be found to this day, 
bur ir was an adventitious,noe mother language to them : *tis con- 
feſs'd that Latiuz: it ſelf and all the territories about Reme had the 
Latine for its maternal and common firſt vernacular tongue, bur 
Toſcany and Liguria had others quite diſcrepant, viz, the Her uſe. 
cane and Meſapian, wherof though there be ſom records yer ex- 
rant, yet ther arc none alive that can underſtand them ; the 0/- 
_ the Sabin and Twſculen, arc thought to be but diale&s to 

neſc, 

Now the Latine Tongue with the coincidence of rhe Goths Jan- 
guage, and other hem 2a peeple, who like waves tumbled off 
one another, did more in Iataly then any where elle, for ſhe ur- 
rerly aboliſhed (upon that part of the continent ) all other ma- 
rernal rongues as ancient as her {elf, and rherebyther eldeit 
daughter the :ta/ian caine to be the vulgar univerſal rongue to 
the whole Country ; yer the I atine tongue had nor the ſolc hand 
'in doing this, but the Goths and other {cptentrional Nations 
who ruſh'd into the Roman dition, had a ſhare in't as I ſaid be- 
fore, and pegg'd in ſom words which have been ever fince irre. 
movable, not only in the 1:4/:ax, bur alſo in her two younger 
filters the Spaniſh and the French, who felt alſo the fury. of thoſe 
_ : Now the 1talian is the ſmootheſt and ſofteſt running 

anguave that is, for ther is nota word except ſome few Mono- 
 {yllables, Conjunttions and Prepoſitions, that ends with a Con- 
ſonant in the whole language, nor is ther any yulgar ſpeech 
which hath more {ubdiale&s in ſo {mall a rratt of ground,for 11a- 
ly it ſelf affords above cighr. Ther you have the Roman, the To/- 
caue, the Pene:ian, the Milancy ,the Nrapolitane, the ({alabree.the 
Genaeevais, the Picmonicg, you have the Corſican, Syrilinn, with 
dive:s other neighbouring Iflands; and as the cauſe why from 
the beginning ther were ſo many differing diale&s in the Grieb 
rongue was beoauſe it was flic'd into ſo many Iſlands ; fo the 
reaſon why there be ſo many ſubdiale&s in the 14/21. is the 
diverſity of governments that rhe Counttey is ſquandred into, 
there being in Italy at this day two Kingdoms, vis, that of Na- 
pl-s and Calabria: Three Republicks, v.z, Venice, Grn04 and Ly- 
ca, and divers other ab{olure Princes. 
Concerning the original language of Sp17n, it was without any 
6oarroverlie, the Baſcucnce or (4ntabrian, which tongue and ter- 
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rirory neither Romd#,, Goth, (whence this King hath his pedigree, 
with divers of the Noblcs ) or Aoore,could ever conquer ; though 
chey had overrun and taken firm footing in all the reſt for many 
ages, therefore as the remaant of the old Brzzanes here, {o are 
the Ziſctainers accounted the ancicneſt and unqueſtionableſt 
Gentry of Spatz ; infſomuch that when any ofthem is ro be dub- 
bed Knight, ther is nv need of any {crutiny to be made whether 
he be clear of the bloog/of the Muiſio's who had mingl:d and 
incorporated with the/reft of the Spantards about 700, years 2 
And as the Arcadians and 41t:qu-s in Gere for their imnmem ori- 
all antiquity,are ſazd ro vaunt et themſelves, that the one are 
TTeoao8Avr'e before the Moon ; the other 7 vi: Joves ilued of the 
earth ir ſelf, {o the Pi/cayner hach Iuch like Redomontodes. 

The Spaniſh or Caftilian language hath but few ſubdialeGts, 
the Portugues is moſt conſiderable touching the Catalan, and Ya- 
lexciane ; they are rother dialects of the French, Gaſcon or 4quita- 
nan ; the pureſt dialect of the Caſt:/zan tongue is held to be in 
the ] own of Tolrdo, which above other Citics of Spain hath this 
priviledg to be arbitrcis in the decition of any conrroverhie that 
may arile touching the interpretation of any caſti/tan word, 

It is ag infallible rule to find out the mother. and ancienr'ſt 
tongue of any Countrcy, to go among thofe who inhabit che bar- 
ren'{t and moſt mountainous places, which are poſts of ſecurity 
and faſines, whereof divers initances could be produc'd, bur ler 
the B:ſcayci in Spain, the Ve!ſh in great BJ8ain, and the Moun- 
caincrsin Epire ſerve the ruin, who yet retain their ancient un- 
mixt morher-tongues, being extinguiih'd in all the Countrey bc- 
ſides, 

Touching France, it isnor only doubtfull, bur Icft yer undect- 
dcd whar the rrue genuine Gallic rongue was; ſom wohild haye ir 
ro be the Ge-mw, ſom the Greeh, ſom the old Britiſh or Welſh, 
and the laſt opinzon carricth away with it the moſt judicious An- 
tiquaries: New all Gala is not meant by it, but the Countrey 
of the Cl! that inhabit the middle part of Frence, who are the 
true Gaues; Caeſar and Titus tell us that theſe Celte, and the 
old Pritains (wherof I gave a touch in my firſt letter) did muru- 
ally underſtand one another, and ſom do hold that this 1ſland 
was ticd to France, as $:C-ly was to (aleabria, and Denmark to Ger- 
many by an 1ſtmos or neck of land *rwixe Dever and Bullen, for 
if one do well obſerve the rocks of the one,and rhe cliftes of the 
other, he will judge them to be one homogeneous piece, and that 
they wer cut and thivered afunder by ſom a& of violence, 
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The French or Gallic rongue hath divers diale&ts, the Picayg, 
thar of Jerſey and Garnſey (appendixes once to the Dutchy sf 
Normandy ) the Provenſal, the Gaſcon or ſpeech of Languecoe, 
which $calizer would erymologize from Languedo'uy. wheras ir 
comes rather from Langue 4e Got, for the Sartcens and Gotbs who 
by their incurſions and long ſtay in Aquitain corrupted the lan- 
ouage of that parr of Gallia : Touching the Pr;tain and they of 
Pearn,the one is a dialect of the ve{h,the other of the Paſenence 
Tke 7Yallox who is under the King of Spain, and the Ltegois is at- 
fo a diale@t of the French, which in their own Countrey they call 
Romand ; The Spaniard alſo terms his Caſii/zen Roman, whenee it 
may be inferr'd that the firſt riſe and derivation of the Spaniſh 
and French wer frem the Roman tongue, not from the Latine, 
which makes me think that the language of Rome might be de- 

enerared and becom a dialect ro our own morher-rongue ( the 
atine) before ſhe brought her language to France and Spain, 

Ther is befides theſe ſubdialcRs of the Itahan, Spaniſh and 
French, another ſpeech that hath a grear ſtroke in Greece and 
Turky call'd Franco, which may be {aid ro be compos'd of all the 
three, and is at this day the greateſt language of commerce and 
negoriation in the Leva;s. 

Thus have I given your Lordſhip the beſt account I could of 
the ſiſter-diale&s, of rhe Iralian, Spaniſh, and French : In my 


next I ſhall crofle the Mcditerranean to 4ftc, and the Heleſnong 


to 4ſia, wher I ſhall obſcrve the generall ſt languages of thoſe 
vaſt Continents wher ſuch numberlefle {warmes and difterin 
ſorts of Nations do crawl up and down this earthly Globe, there- 
fore it cannot be expected that I ſhould be lo punctual there as 
2!

through the European werkd, and Taken a V1iEW of _— 
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\ came they to be ſyllables, then words, then ſpeeches and ſenren- 
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veral languages, diale&s, and ſubdiale&s whereby peeple con- 
vers one with another, and being now wind-bound for Afric, I 
held ir nor alrogether ſupervacancous to take a review of them, 
and inform your Lordſhip what languages are Original inde- 
pendent mother tongues of Chriſtendom, and what are dialctts, 
derivations, or degenerations from their Originals. 

The mother rongues of Eyrope are thirteen, though Scaliger 
would have butcleven; Ther is the Greeh 1, the [ative 2, «4 
Datch 3, the S!avonian 4, the Welſh or Cambrian 5, the Baſcuence 
or Cantabrian 6, the Iriſh 7, the 4ibanian in the Mountaines of 
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 Epire $8, the Tartd/iin g, the old Ilirian 10, remaining yer in Lj- 


burnia, the Jaz ygien 11, on the North of Huxgary, the Cauchian 
I2, in Eaſt Frize/ard, the Finnic 13, which I putlaſt with good 
realon, becauſe they are the only heathens of Europe all which 
were known to be in Europe in the time of the Rowan Empire z 
Fhere is a learned antiquary that makes the Arabic ro be one of 
the mother rongues of Europe, becauſe it was ſpoken in ſom of 
the mountains of South Spazp ; *tis truc, 'twas{poken tor divers 
hundred years all Spaty over after the conqueſt of the Moors, 
bur yer it could not be calFd a mother roung, bur an adventitis 
ous toung in reference to that part of Eurep?. 

And now that I amrto paſle ro Afi which is far bigger than 
Europe, and to 4fra which is far b'gger than 4frie, and to America 
which is thoughtto be as big as all the three, if Europe her ſelf 
bath ſo many mother languages quite diſccepanr one from the 
other, befides ſecondary rengues and dialets which exc2ed the 
number of their mothers, what thall we think of the other three 
huge continents in point of differing languages > Your Lordſhip 
knows that ther be divers meridians and clymes in the heayens 
whence influxes of diftering qualities fall upon the inhab:rants of 
the earth, and as thy make men toditter in the idea's and con- 
ceprions of the mind, to in the morton of the rongue, in the tune 
and rones cf the voyce, they com to ditter one from the other. 
Now, all languages ar $i: were imp-rfect confus'd ſounds then 


ces, wh ch by practice , by tradition, and a kind of natural in- 
ſiinct from Parents to children, grew to be fix*d.

_ it have received a late mixture of the 41menian, the Perfi- 
an and Greeh rongues, bur ſpecially of the Arabic, which was the 
mother rongue of their Propher, and is now the ſole language of 
cheir Alcorap, it being ſtri&ly inhibited, and held to be a pro- 
phanels to tranſlate it to any other,whichthey ſay preſerves them 
trom the encroachment of Schiſmes. 

Now the Arabic is a tongue of vaſt expanſion, for beſid es the 
rhree Arabia's it is becom . vulgar ſpeech of $y;1a, Mrſopetamia, 


Paleſtine, and Egypt, from whence {he ſtretcherh her ſelf ro the 


ſtreight of Gibra/ter, through all that vaſt traft of earth, which 
lieth *ewixt the Mountain Az/#5 and the Mediterranean Sea,which 
1s now call'd Barbary, where Chriſtianity and the Latine rongue 
with divers famous Biſhops once flouriſhed. She is ſpoken likewiſe | 
in all the Northern parts of the Turk iſh Empire, as alſo in petty 
Tartary, and ſhe above all other hath a 1caſon ro learn Arabic, 
for ſhe is in hope-one day to have the Creſcent and the whole 0:- 
10man Empire, it being entail'd upon her in caſe the preſent race 
ſhould fail, which is now in more danger than ever; in fine, wher- 
ſoever the Mahomctan Religion is profeſyd, the Arabic is either 
ſpoken or taught. | 

My laſt view ſhall be of the firſt language of the earth, the an- 
cient language of Paradiſe, the language wherin God Almighty 
himſelf pleas'd ro pronounce and publiſh the Tables of the Law, 
the language that had a benediftion promisd her, becaute the

The moſt ſpacious diale®t of the Hebr:w is the Syriac which had her 
beginning in the time of the captivity of the Jews at Baby'ons/ © 
while they cohabircd, and were mingled with the Chaldeans, in 
which tra&t of ſcycnty yeerestime the vulgar fort of Jewes neg- 
Ic&ing their own marernall rongue(the Hebrew) began to [peak 
the Cha/dce, bur not having the right accent of it, and faſhioning 
that new learn'd language to their own innovation of points, 
aflixes and conjugations, our of that intermixrure of Hebrew 
and Chaldee , reſulted a third language call'd to rhis day 
the Syriac, which alſo after the time of our Saviour began 
Cc > 
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2 be more adulterated by admiſſion of Greek, Reman, and Arabic; 
in this language is the Ta/mud and Targum couch'd, and all their 
Rabbins, as Rabbi Fenathan, and Rabby Onkelos wth others 
have written in it, inſomuch that,as | ſaid before, the ancient Me. 
b:ew had the ſame fortune tharthe Greek and I atine tongues had, 
ro fall from being naturally ſpoken any where , to loſe their gene- 
rall communicableneſs and vulgarity, and to becom only Schoo) 
and book languages. 

Thus we ſec, thar as all other ſublunary things are ſubje& to 
corruption and decay, as the potent'{t Monarchies, the proudeſt 
Republiques, the opulenteſt Citics have their growth FO 
and periods; As all other elementary bodies likewiſe by reaſon 
of the frailcy of their principles,com by inſenſible degrees ro alter 
and periſh, and cannor continue long at a ſtand of perfeRion , 
ſo the leatrnedſt and more cloquent languages, are not free from 
this common fatality, but they are liable to rhoſe alterations and 
revolutions, to thoſe firs of inconſtancy, and other deſtruRive 
contingencies which are unavoidably incident to all earthly 
things, 

Thus,my noblc Lord,have I evertuated my ſelf, and ſtrerch'd 
all my finews, I have pur all my ſmall knowledge, obſervariens

under favor,this word lrarning is taken in a narrower ſenſe among 
us, than among other Nations, we ſeem to reſtrain it onely ro 
the Book, wheras indeed, any artiſan whartloeyer (if he know the 
lecret and myſtery of his Trade)may be call'd a learned man; A 
good Maſon, a good Shremaker that can manage Saint Criſpins 
lance handſomly, a $:3llful Teomen, a good Shipwright,&c, may 
be all call'd learned men,and indeed the ufefulleſt ſort of learned 
men, for withour rhe two firſt, we might go barefoot, and lyc 
abroad as beaſts, having no other canopy than the wild air, and 
withour the two laſt we might ſtarve for bread, have no commerce 


with other Nations, or ever be able to tread upon a —_ 
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theſe with ſuch like dextrous Artiſans may be tearmed learned 
men , and the more behoovefull for the ſubſiſtence of a Coun = 
try, than theſe Poſymathiſts, that ſtand poring all day in a cornec 
upon a moth eaten Author, and converſe only with dead men;

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ſcem'd ar firſt : For man to walk upon the Ocean when the Sur” 
ges were at the higheſt, and ro make a heavy dull peece of wood 
ro {wim, nay, fly upon the water was held as impoſſible a thing 
ar firſt, as it is now thought inipoſhible tor man to fly in the aire; 
ſails were held then as uncourh, as if one ſhould attempt to make 
himſelf wings to mount up to heaven a (4 wolie: Two hundred 
and od yeers agoe he would have been taken for ſum frantic fool 
that would undertake ro batter and blow up a Caſtle with a few 
barrels of a {mall conremptible black powder.

Civil Wars of Spain in the beginning of Charles the 
Emperours Reign, I cannot chooſe but tell you, That 
it is a faithful and pure maiden ſtory, never blown 
upon before in any Language but in Spaxr/b, therfore 
very worthy your peruſal : For among thoſe various 
Kind of ſtudies that your contemplative ſoul delights 
= I hold Hiſtory to be moſt fitting ro your qua-

Now, among thoſe ſundry advantages which ac- 
crue toa Reader of Hiſtory, one is, that no Modern 
accident can ſeem ftrange unto him, much leſle aſto- 
niſh him: He will leave off wondring at any thing, 
in regard he may remember to have read of the ſame; 
or much 1:ke the ſame that happen'd in fermer times ; 
wy | therfore 
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therfore he doth not ſtand ſtaring like a child atevry 


unuſual ſpeXacle, like that ſimple American; who, 


the firſt time he ſaw a Spaniard on horſeback,thoughe 
the man and the beaſt ro be but one Crecure, and tha? 
the horſe did chew the rings of his bit, and eat 
chem. 

Now, indeed, not to be an Hi/torian, that is not to 
know what Forren Nations, and our Forefathers did, 
H:c «ſt ſemper efſe Puer, as (icero hath ic, this is ſtill 
to be a child who gazeth at evry thing, Whence may 
be inferr'd, ther is no knowledpe that ripencth the 
judgment, and puts one out of his nonape ſooner 
then Hiſtory. 

If I had not formerly read the Barons Wars in 
England, I had more admir'd that of the £igeers in 
France : He who had read the near upon tourſcore 
yeers Warrs in Lon-Germayny, 1 believe never won- 
dred at the late thirty yerrs Warrs in Higl-Germary, 
I had wondred more ths; Richard of Bourdeaurxr was 
knock*'d down -”::!1 Hatharis, nad I not read for- 
mer}y that Edw:rd of Caernarvon was inave a'vay by 
a hor iron thru? np his fo: diment. It was ſtrange 
that Awrar the preat 01104429 Emperour ſhould be 
lately ſtrangled in his own Court at Conftantin:ple, 
yet confidering that Oſman his Predeceſſor had Gin 
knock'd down t:y one of his ordinary flaves not many 
yeers before, 1e was nocftrange ar all. The Blazing 
Star in Virgo 34 yeers ſince did not ſeem ſtrange to 


. him who had read of that which appeer'd in Cafſio® 


j4;4 and other ©onftellations ſom yeers before. 
Hence may de inter'd, That H;jfory is the great Loo= 
king-Glaſle through which we may behold with An- 
ceſtral eyes, not only the various ations of apes 
paſs'd, and che odd accidents that attend time, _

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alſo diſcern the difterent humors of men, and feel the 
. pulſe of former times. 

This Hiſtory will diſplay the very intrinſecals of 
the (aftil/ian, who goes for the prime Spaniard, and 
make that opinion a Paradox, which cryes him up to 
be ſo conſtantto his principles, ſo loyal to his Prince, 
and fo conformable to Government, for it will dif- 
cover as much levicy , and tumultuary paſlions in 
him as in other Nations. 

Among divers other Examples which could be 
produc'd out of this ſtory, I will inſtance 1n one:

fore to pray no more for him, &c. Divers ſuch traver- 
ſes as theſe may be read in that ſtory, which may be 
the reaſon why ir was ſuppreſs'd in Spain, that ic 
ſhould not crofle the Seas, or clammer o're the Pyre- 
ears tO acquaint other Nations with their foolery 
and baſenes ; yet Mr. $;z0u Digby, a Gentleman of 
much worth got a Copy, which be brought over 
with him, out of which this Tranſlation is deriv'd ;

Another Parlement would have propos*d waies 
for the regulation of her Court ; but ſhe ſent them 
another ſuch Meſſage, That ſhe wondred they being 
call'd by her thither tro conſult of public affairs, they 
ſhould intermeddle with the goverment of her ordi- 
nary Family, and to think her to be ſo ill a Huswife

In another Parlement ther was a motion made,that

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Another time the Houſe petitioning that ſom 
Lords might joyn in private Committees wich the 
Commoners, ſhe utterly rejeted ir. You know how 
Stubbs and Page had their bands cut off with a But- 
chers knife and a Mallet, becauſe they writ againſt 
the Match with the Duke of A»jou; and Perry was 
hang'd at Tyburn, though A/ured who writ a bitter 
invective againſt the late Spaniſh Match, was but 
confin'd for a ſhort time; how Sir Joh» HeyWord was 
ſhut up in the Tower, for an Epiſtle Dedicatory to 
the Earl of Eſſex, &c. 

Touching her Favorits, what a monſter of a man 
was Leiceſter, who firſt brought the Art of poyſnivg 
iato E-gland? How many of her Maids of Honor did 
receive claps at Court? Add hereunto that Privy 
Seales were common in her daies, and preſſing of men 
more frequent, ſpecially for 7re/azd, where they were 
ſent in handfuls rather to con:3nu 3 Warr, ( by the 
cunning of the Officers ) then co conclzzde it, The 
three Fleets ſhe ſent againit the Spaniard did hardly 
make the benefic of the Voyages to countervail the 
charge. How poorly did the Z»g/ifs Garriſon quit 
Hanre de Grace? and how were we baffled for rhe 
arreares that were duc unto England {by aiticle) for 
the Forces ſent into France > For buildinge,with all 
kind of braveries els that uſe to make a Nation haps 
py, as Riches and Commerce inwatd and outward, ic 
was not the twentieth part ſo much in the beſt of her 
dayes, (as appeers by the Cuſtom-Honſe Book) as 
it was inthe Reign of her Succeſſors. | 

Touching the Religion of the Court, ſhe ſeldom 


came to Sermon but in Lent time, nor did theruſe to . 


be any Sermon upon Sundaies, unlefſe they were 
Feſtivals: Wheras the two ſucceeding Kings had 


T1» vo 
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rwo duly every morning, one for the hoyſhold; the 
other for themſelves, where they were alwayes pre- 
fjent, «:$ allo at privat prayers in the cloſet ; yet -t 
was not their fortune to gain ſo much upon the af- 
fections of City or Countrey : Therfore, my Lord, 
the fejicity of Queen F/jzaberh may be much impu- 
ted to the rare temper and moderation of mens 
minds in thoſe daies, for the pulſe of the common 
peeple, and Zoydoxerrs did beat nothing ſo High as tit 
did afterwards when they grew pampet'd with ſo 
Jong peace and plenary. Add herunto, that heither 
Hans, fotky, or Fobn ( alvin, had taken ſuch footing 
here as-they did get afterwards, whoſe humor is to 
pry and peep with a kind of malice into the carriage 
of the Court and myſteries of State, as alſo to ma- 
JIiga Nobility, with the wealth and ſolemnities of the 
Church. 

My Lord, it is far from my meaning hereby to let 
dropp the leaſt aſperſion upon the Tomb of that 
rarerenowned Queen, but it is only to obſerve the 
diffrinp temper borh of rime and peeple. The fame 
of ſom Princes is like the Roſe, which, as we find by 
Experience, ſmells ſweeter after *cis pluck'd: The 
memory of others is like the T!yp and Poppie, which 
make a gay ſhew, and fair floriſh while rfiey ſtand 
upog the ſtalk, bar being cur down, they give an 
1:!l-favor'd ſcnte: Tt was the happines of that great 


Jong-liv*'d Queen to caſt a pleaſing odor among her 


preple both while ſheſtood, and after ſhe was cut 
off by the common ſtroak of mortality ; and the 
older the world growes, the freſher her Fame will be. 
Yet ſhe is little beholden to any forren Writers, un- 
Ieffeic bethe Ho#arders, and good reaſon they had 
to ſpezk well of her, for ſhe was the chiefeſt Inſtru-

Languages not in a ſuperficial vapouring way as ſom 
of our Gallants have now adaies, but in a moſt ex- 
at manner both in point of praftice, and theory ; 
This induc*& me to give your Lordſhip an account 
of a task that was impos'd lately upon me by an 
emergent ocaſion touching the Origina/, the gronth, 
the changes and preſent conſifteuce of the French Lan- 
guage, which I hope may afford your Lordſhip ſom 
entertainment. 

Ther is nothing ſo incident to all Sabſunary 
things as corruptions and chanpes; Nor is it to be 
wondred ar, conſidering that the Elements them- 
ſelves which are the principles or primitive Ingredi- 
ents wherof they be compounded, are naturally ſo 
qualified : Ir were as eafie a thing for the SpeQaators 
eye to faſten a firm ſhape npon a running clowd, or 
co cut out 2 parment that but for a few daies roge- 
ther might ficthe Moon, (who by priviledg of her 
fituation and neighbourhood predominats more over 
us then any other Celeſtial body) as to fiad ſtability 
in any thing here below. 

Nor is chis common frailty, or fatality rather, inci- 
dent only to the pgroſler ſort of Elementary Cretures, 
but 17/a%%z;nd, upon whom it pleas'd the Almighty 
ro 1mprint his own Image, and make him as it were 
Lord Paramount of this Lower World, is ſubje& to 
the ſame Jubricity of Mutation ; Neither is his Body 
and Blond only liable therunto, but the 1dzas of bs 
91nd, and interior operations of his Soul , Religion 
her ſelf with the notions of holines, and the forma- 
licy of faviag faich not excepted, nay, the very fa- 
culty of Reaſon (as we find it too tru by late experi- 
ence) 1s ſubject ro the ſame inſtablenes. 
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Bug to come to our preſent purpoſe, amonp other 
priviledges which are peculiar to mankind, as Ema- 
nations flowing from the Intelle&, Lawguage is node 
of the leaſt, And Languages are ſubje& to the ſame 
fits of inconſtancy and alteration as much as any 
thing els, ſpecially the French Language ; Nor can 
it ſeem ſtrange to thoſe who knew the Airy volatil 
humor of chat Nation, that their ſpeech ſhould par- 
take ſomwhat of the diſpoſition of their ſpirit, bur 
will rather wonder it hath receiv'd no oftner change, 
ſpectally conſideripg what outward cauſes Cid alſo 
concur therunto ; As that their Kings ſhould make 
ſix ſeveral Voyages to conquer or conſerve what was 
got in the Holy Laxd; Conſidering alſo kow long 
the Engl; being a peeple of ancther ſpeech kepc 
firm footing in the heart of Fraxce: Add herunto 
the warrs aud Yeddings they had with their Neigh- 
bours, which, by the long ſojourn of their Armies in 
other Countreys caus'd by the firſt, and the forren 
Courtiers that came in with the ſecond, might intro- 
duce a frequent alteration : For Languages are like 
Lawes or Coines which commonly receive ſom 
change at evry ſift of Princes; Or as flow Rivers 


"by inſenſible alluvioas take in and let out the Waters 


that feed them, yet are they ſaid ro have ſtill the 
ſame beds, ſo Laxgxages by a regardles adoption of 
ſom new words, and manumilſiten of old do oftcn 
vary, yet the whole bulk of che ſpeech keeps en- 
tire, 

Touching the cru ancieat and geouin Language of 
the Ganles, ſom would have it to be a dialed of the 
Dateh, others of the Greek, and ſom of the Briti/h 
or Fel, Concerning this laſt opinion, ther be ma« 


ay reaſons to fortifie ir, which are not altogether to 
de lighted. The 
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The firſt is, that the aricient Gazlrs us'd to com 
frequently to be inſtrued here by che Brici/s Drmyds 
who were the Divines and Philoſophers of thoſe 
times,which they would not probably have done, un- 
les by mutual communication they had underſtood 
one another in ſom Vulgar Language, for this was 
before the Greek or Latin came this ſide the A/ps, or 
that any Books were written, and ther are no mea- 
ner men then Tacitss aud ( 2/ar himſelf who record 
this. | 

The ſecond reaſon is, that ther want not good 
Geoprapkers who.hold, that this Hand was tied to 
Gallia 8t firſt (as fom ſay Sicily was to Calabria, and 
Denmark to Germany) by an /twos or neck of land 
from Calais to Dover ; for if one do well obſerve the 
quality of the Cliffs on both ſhores, his eye will 
jadge that they were but one homopeneal peers of 
earth at firſt, and that they were flented and ſhivetr'd 
aſunder by fom a of violence as the impecuous 
waves of the Sea. 

The third reaſon is, that before the Romanes con- 
quer'd the Gav/es, the Countrey was call'd Wallia, 
which the Xomans call'd Gallia, turning F into CG as 
they didels where, yet the z7a/looy keeps his radica] 
letter to this day. 

The fourth reaſon is, that ther be divers old Ga#- 
lick words yet remaining inthe French which are pore 
Britiſh both for ſenſe and pronunciation, as Havre a 
Haven, which is the ſame in zel/h, aerechef again, 
putaine a whore, ar7ain brafſe money, prow an inter- 
jection of ſtopping, or driving of a beaſt, buc ſpe- 
cially, when one ſpeaks any old word in Frexch that 
cannot be underſtood, they ſay i/ parle Baragonin, 
which is to this day in F/Yel/p, white bread, | 


Laſtly, 
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Laſtly, Paryſaniar ſaith, That Mark in the Celtik 
old French tounp fignifiech a horſe, and ir fignifieth 
the ſame in el. h 
But though it be diſputable whether the Brits, 
Greeh, or Dutch was the Original Language of the 
| 0d per itis chat it was the zYa7looy (bur lT con- 
ne my ſelf co Gall;ia Celrira, which when the Roman 
Eagle had faſtned his talons there, and planted 23. 
Legions up and down the Conntrey he did in tract 
of time utterly extinguiſh; Tr being rhe ordinary 
ambition of: Rowe wherſoever ſhe prevaiPd, to bring 
in her Language and LaWes alſo with the Lace ; 
which yet ſhe could not do in Sparn, or this land, be- 
cauſe they had Poſts, and places of faſtn*s to retire 
unto, as Biſcay and V7gles, where Nature bath caſt 
up thoſe Mountains 25 propugnacies of Cefencether- 
fore the very aboriziiui Languages of borh Coun- 
treys remain there to this dxy. Now Fraxce being a 
paſſable and plain pervious Continent, the Rowaus 
quickly diffus'd, and roored themſelves in evry parc 
therof, and ſo co-planted their Language, which in a 
ſhorr revolution of time came to be call'd Reward ; 
But when the Francouiars a preple of Germany came 
afrerwards to invade, and poſſefic Gal/;a, both ſpeech 
and peeple was call'd French ever afrer, which is nere 
1300 yeers {ince. 
Now as a!l other things have their degrees of grow- 
ing, ſo Langnages bave before they attain a perfecti- 
on: We find that the Zarix her felf in the cimes of 
the Sabins was but rude, afrerwards under £2115 and 
(atothe Cenſor it was refin'd in the twelve Tables ; 
but in { 2/ar, Cicero, and Salnſts time it came to the 
higheſt pitch of purity, and ſo dainty were the Rc- 


mars of their Language then, that they would not 
ſuffer 
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ſaffer any exotic or ſtrange word to be enfranchis'd 
among them, or enter into any of their D:plowatas 
and public Inſtruments of Command, or Juſtice ; The 
word Emblema having got into one, it was thruſt out 
by an expreſſe £4: of the Senat, but IMonopolinm 
had with much ado leave to ſtay in,yet not without a 
large Preface and Apolopic : A little after,the Latin 
roung in the vulgarity therof began to degenerat,and 
decline very much, out of which depgencration ſprang 
up the 1talian, Spaniſh aud French. 

Now, the Frexch Language being ſet thus upon a 
Latin ſtock, hath receiv'd ſince ſundry habitudes, yet 
retaining to this day ſom Zatin words entire, as 4ni- 
wal, cadaver, tribunal, non,plus, qui, os, with a nomber 
of others, 

( hilaeric one of the firſt race of Freach Kings com- 
manded by public EdiR, that the 4 Greek Letters © 
X $ 4 ſhould be added to the French Alphabet to 
make the Language more maſculin and ſtrenuous, bur 
aſterwards it was not long obſery'd. 

Nor is it a wotthles obſervation, that La»gnages 
uſe ro comply with the humor, and to diſplay much 
the inclination of a peeple ; The French Nation 1s 
quick and ſpritful,ſo is his pronunciation): The Spa- 
niard is flow and grave, ſo is his pronunciation ; For 
the Spaniſh and French Languapes being but bran- 
ches of the Latin Tree, the one may be call'd Lat 
ſhortned, and the other £Latiz drawn out at length, 
as (orpns, Tempus, (aput, &c. are monoſyllables in 
French, as (orps,Temps,Cap or Chef ; wheras the Spa- 
niard doth add to them, as (werpo, Tiempo, ( abrga; 
And indeed of any other the Spaniard affects long 
words, for he makes ſom thrice as long as they arc 
io Freach, as of Levemenra rifing, he makes Leves- 

tamients ; 
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pol. 4» 
Sir Philzp Sidney's Arcadia,and T admir'd it the more 
becauſe it was the compoſition of ſo young a ſpirit, 
which makes me tell you, without any complement, 
that you are Father to a Daughter that Europe hath 
not many of her Equals; therfore all thoſe gentle 
Soules that pretend co vertu ſhould cheriſh her: I 
have berewith ſent you a few lines that relate to the 
work, according ro your delire.

Moreover, Apologs, Parables , and Metaphors, 
though preſs'd never ſo bard, have not the ftrength 
to demonſtrate,or poſitively aſſert any Theſis ; For 
as in Theolopy, the higheſt of Sciences, it is a received 
principle, Scriptura Parabolica nin eſt arguimentativa, 
ſo this Maxime holds good in-all other compoſures, 
and Arts. *Tis granted, that in the Waſky of this 
Foreſt ther be ſom free, and home-expreſſions draw- 
ing ſomwhat neer to the nature of Satyres, for other- 
wiſe it had bin a vain ſaperfluous curioſity to have 
ſpent ſo much oile and labor in ſhrowding Realities 
under diſguiſes, unles the Author had promiſed bim- 
ſelf before-hand a greater Jatitude and ſcope of Ji- 
berty to pry into ſom miſcariages, and ſoleciſmes of 
State; As alſo to queſtion' and perſtringe ſom ſorts 
of Actors, ſpecially the { ardenian and Clafſican, who, 
as the whole world can witnes, were the firſt Raiſers 
of thoſe hideous tempeſts which powr'd down in ſo 
many ſhowers of bloud upon intortunat Dy#3-a, and 
all her coafforeſted Territories. 

Now, touching that which is ſpoken of the Okein 
the laſt z7alk, if any intemperat Baſilear take excep- 
tionstherat, let him know, that, as *cwas ſaid before, 
moſt of them are but traducements, and pretenſions; 
yer, it is a humane principle, (and will ever be ſo to 
the worlds end) that ther never was yet any Prince,

The French Language bepan firſt to be polit'd,and 
arrive to that delicacy ſhe is now com unto in che 
midſt of the raign of Philip de Valiis, Mara did 
ſomthing under Francs the firſt, (which King was a 
Reſtorer of Learzing in genera), as well as cf Lan- 
guage;) Bnt Royſard did more under Henry the ſe- 
cond: Since theſe Kings ther is little difference in 
the context of ſpeech, bur only in the choice of words, 
and ſoftnes of pronunciation proceeding from fuch 
wanton ſpirits that did miniardize and make the Lan- 
Suape more dainty and feminine. | 

- But to ſhew what changes the French hath receiv'd 
from what ic was, I will produce theſe few inſtances 
inverſe and proſe which I found in ſom Ancient Ar= 
thors: The firſt ſhall be of a Gentlewoman thzt 
tranſlated Eſops Fables many hundred yeers ſince our

Ther is one ſaying or proverb which is obſervable, 

v. herby France doth confeſle her ſelf to be ſtill io- 
debred to Faz/and, which is, when one hath paid all 
his Creditors, he uſeth to ſay, jay paye rows mes An- 
glets, fo that in this, and other phraſes Avzghiis is 
taken for Craencier or Creditor; And:I preſume it 
bad its foundation from this, that when the French 
were bound by Treaty in Bretzgny to pay England fo 
much for che ranſom of King Fohn then priſoner, the 
contribution jay fo heavy upon the peeple, that for 
many 
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many yeers they could not make up the ſumme : The 
ocaſion might be ſeconded in Heyry the 8. time at 


the ſurrendry of Bullez, and upon other Treaties, as 


alſo in Queen Elizaveths raign, beſides the moneys 
which ſhe had disburs'd her ſelf ro put the Crown 
on Hezry the fourth's head, which makes me think

The firſt is, 7/ 7 perdu ſes cheverx, he hath loſt his 
hair, meaning his honor ; For in the firſt race of Kings 
ther was a Law calld Za loy de /a Chevel:are, wherby 
it was lawful for the AY obleſſe only to wear long bair, 
and if any of them had committed ſom foul and ip- 
noble act, they us'd to be condemn'd to have their 
long hair to be cut off as a mark of ignominie, and 
it was as much as if he had bin fleurde/iz'd , viz. 
burnt on the back or hand, or branded in the 
face. 
= The other Proverb was, 1/ 2 quitte [a ceintare, he 
hath given up his girdle, which intimated as much as 
if he bad becom bankrupt, or had all his eſtate for- 
feited ; Ir being the ancient Law of France, that 
when any upon ſom offence bad thar penalty of con- 
fiſcation inflicted upon him, he us'd before the Tris 
bunal of Juſtice to give up his Girdle, implying ther- 
by, that the gizd/e held evry thing that belong'd to a

Afcreſiallizewiſe was at firſt the name of a Smith, th 
Farricr, or one that dreſs'd horſes, but it is clim'd by, 
Ccoees 75 that height, that the chiefeſt Commanders 
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of the Gendarmery and Militia of Fraxce are com 
to be call'd Marſhals, which about 100 yeers ſince 
were but two in all, wheras now they are twelve. 

This title Majeſty hath no great antiquity in 
Fraxce, for it began in Hexry the ſeconds time : And 
indeed the ſtile of Fraxce ar firit as well as of other 
Countreys, was to T #toyer,that is,to Thox any perſon 
that one ſpake unto, though never ſo high; but when 
the (ommon-/ealth of Rowe turn'd to an Empire,and 
ſo much power came into one mans hand, then, in 
regard he was able to confer Honor, and Offices, the 
Courtiers began to magnifie him, and treat him in 
the plural nomber by Toy, and by degrees to deific 
him by tranſcending titles, as we read in Symmachus 
in his Epiſtles to the Emperour Theodo/ius, and to 
Valentinian, where his ſtile to them is Yeſtra eternitas, 
veſtrum numen, veſtra perennitas, veſtra clementia, (0 
that Nor in the plural nomber with other comple. 
ments and titles ſeems to have their firſt riſe with the 
Weſtera Monarchy, which afterwards by degrees de- 
ſcended upon particular perſons, 

The French toung hath divers DialeQs, viz. the 
Picard, that of ferſey and Guernſty appendixes once 
of Normandy, the Proveyſal, the Gaſcon or the ſpeech 
of Layguedrc which Scaliger would erymologize from 
Langue d'oty, wheras it comes truly from Laygue de 
Got, in regard the Goths and Saracens who by their 
incurſions and long ſtay in Aquitain firſt corrupted 
the ſpeech of Galia; The mal/oon is another diale&t 
which is under the King of Spain : They alfo of Ziege 


Jhave a diale& of the French, which among theciſelves 


they call Romard to this day. 
Touching the modern Freach that's ſpoken now 


\ders/2 the Kings Court, the Courts of Parlemenr, ard in, 
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the Univerſities of France ther hath bin lately a 
ereat competition which was the beſt; but by the 
lJearnedſt, and moſt indifferent perſons, it was ad- 
judp'd, that the ſtile of the Kings Court was the pu- 
reſt and moſt elegant, becauſe the other two did 
ſmell the one of pedantery, the other of chiquanery : 
And the late Prince of (ode, with the Duke of O7- 
{cans that now is, were ts'd to have a (erſor in their 
Houſes, that if any of their Family ſpoak any word 
that ſavour'd of the Palace or the Schooles, be ſhold 
incur the penalty of an amercement. | 

The late Cardinal of Richljeu made it part of his 
Slory to advance Learnixg, and the Frezch Languages 
Among ether Monuments he ereted an Univerſity 
wher the Sciences ſhould be read and diſputed in 
French for the eaſe of his Countreymen, wherby they 


might preſently fall to the matter, and not ſpend time . 


to itudy words onely.

I cannot deny but the thing is a painful peece, and 
proceeds after a hanſome merhod in 'drawing on the 
ſeries and threed of the ſtory, but it is eafily diſcer- 
nable, that a partial Presbyterian vein goes conſtant- 
ly throughout the whole work; And you know it is 
the genius of that peeple to/pry more then they ſhold 
into rhe Courts and comportments of Princes, and 
rake any ocaſlon to traduce'and beſpatter them: So 
doth this Wricer, who endeavors all along (among 
other things) to make the world beleeve thar King 
7ames, and his So after him were inclin'd to Popery; 
and to bring it into Z»g/and : Wheras I dare avouch, 
that neither of chem entertain'd the leaſt thoughr 
that way, they bad as much deſign co briog in Pre- 
ſter-foln as the Pope, or IHMahomet as loon as the 
Maſe; This conceit made the Writer to be ſubje&t

Yet Iwill inſtance in one groſle miſtake he bath in 
relating a paſſage which concerns Sir Elias Hicks a 
worthy Knight, and a fellow-ſervant of yours and 
mine.

meſtic Attendants: The Reche/ers had ſent two or 
three ſpecial Envoys to dontarban to acquaint them 
with their good condition, but it ſeems they all 
miſcarried, and the Harquis being troubled in his 
thoughts one day, Mr, Hicks told him, that by Gods 
favor he would underake and perform the ſervice to 
HMontauban; Herupon he was put accordingly in 
equippage ; ſo after tendaies jorney, he came to a 
place call'd Moyſak, where my Lord of Doncaſter af. 
rerwards Earl of {arlile was in quality of Ambaſſa- 
dor from England to obſery the French Kings procee- 
dings, and to mediat a Peace *twixt bim and the Pro- 
teſtants: Ar his firſt arrival hither ic was his good 
bapp to meet caſually with Mr. Peregrin Fairfax, 
one of the Lo. Ambaſlacors retinue, who had bin 
a former Camarade of his: amonp other Civilities 
he brought Mr. Hicks to wait upon the Ambaſla- 
dor, to whom he had credential Letters from the 
Aſſembly of Rechell, acquaintivg his Lordſhip witn 
the good ſtaterhey were in; Mr. Hicks told him be- 
ſides that he was engaged to go to Montarhan as an 
Envoy from Rechell, to pivc them tru information 
how matters ſtood : The Ambaſlidor replied, That 
it was t00 great a truſt to put upon ſo young ſhou]- 
ders: So Mr. Hicks being upon going to the French 
Army which lay before CHortanzan , Mr. Fairfax 


would 
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would needs accompagny him thither to ſee the 
| Trenches and Works; beiog com thither they met 
with one Mr. Tho, zycbb that belong'd to the Marſhal 
St, Gerand, who lodg'd them both in his own Hutt 
| that night; and having ſhew'd them the Batteries 
and Trenches the day after, Mr. Hicks took notice 
of one place which lay moſt open for his deſlein, re- 
\ ſolving with himſclf co paſſe that way to the Town ; 
| He had cold Fairfax of his purpoſe before, who 
| diſcovering it to Webb, Webb ask'd him whether he 
came thither to be hang'd? fordivers were us'd ſo a 
[ little before: The next day Hicks taking his leave 
of ebb, deſir'd Fairfax to ſtay behind, which he re-

i and there Fairfax left him ; So having got betwixt

Force who was then in Aountauban having heard his

Rechell again, But co return to Mr. Fairfax, after he 
had parted with Mr. Hicks he was taken priſoner, 
and threatned the rack, but whether out of the ap- 
prehevſion therof, or otherwiſe, he died a little afrer 
of a Feavor at Moy/ac ; though *tis tru that the Ga- 
z(ttsin Pars did publiſh that be died of che torture, 
with the Freach Mercury ſince, Mr. 
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Mr, Hicks being return'd to Loudon was queſtion'd 
by Sir Ferainando Fairfax for his brothers death,ther- 
upon Mr. zyebb being alſo com back to /:ndon, who 
was upon the very place where theſe things happen'd 
in France, Mr. Hicks brought him alvng with him to 
Sir Ferdinand's Lodgings, who did poſitively affirm, 
that Mr. Hicks had communicated his deſign to Mr. 
Peregrin Fairfax,(and that he reveal'd it firtt to him) 
ſo he did fairly Vindicat Mr. Hicks, wherewith Sir 
_— remain'd fully ſatisfied, and all bis kin- 
red. A 

Whoſoever will obſerve the cariage and circum- 
ſtances of this ation, muſt needs confeſſe that Mr. 
Hicks (now Sir Elias Hicks ) did comport himſelf 
like a worthy Gentleman from the beginning to the 
end thereof: The deſign was, gegerous, the condu&t 
of it diſcreet, andthe concluſion very proſperous, 
in regard it preſerv'd both Aonuntarban and Rochell 
for that time from the fury of the Enemy ; for the 
King rais'd his ſiege a little after from before the 
one, and E/pernoy from beiorethe other: Therfore 
it cannot be denied bur that the ſaid Writer (who io 
largely intitles his book the Hiſtory of great Britain, 
though it be butthe particular Reign ot King james 
only,) was very much toe blame for branding ſo

Church, becauſe I had eaten my bread often in thoſe 
Countreys where that Religion is profeſs'd and pra- 


 Ris'd in the preateſt height. Touching the ſecond 


part of your requeſt, I need not ſay any thingto it, 
for ther be Authors enough of our Church ro inform 
you about the poſitions and tenets wheria we- differ, 
and for which we blame them : concerning the firſt 
parr, Iwill give you a ſhort intimation what I noted 
to be praiſe-worthy and imitable in poine of practiſe. 
The Goverment of the Rowan Church is admirable, 
being moulded with as much policy as the wit of man 
can reach unto, and ther muſt be Civ:/ policy as well 
as Eccleſiaſtic us'd to keep ſuch a world of peeple of 
ſeveral Nations, and humors in one Rel/ig5on ; though 
at firſt when the Chxrch extended bur to one (ham- 
ber, then to one Houſe, after to one Pariſh, then. to 
one Pro7;»ce, fuch policy was not ſo requiſit, For 
the Czrch of Chriſt may be compar'd to his Perſon 
12 point of degrees of growing; and as that coat 
which ferv'd him in his {b:/4-hood could not fit him in 
his Touth, not that of his Toth when he was com to 
his 27anvzod; no more would the ſame Goverment 
(which, compar'd to the Fundamentals of faith (that 
are {i1;] tne ſame) are but as outward garments,) fit 
y | all 
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all apes of the Church, in regard thoſe millions of ac- 
cidents that uſe to attend Time, and the miitable hu- 
morsof Afen; Infomuch that it was a wholſom -cau- 
tion of an ancient Father, Diſfing#uas inter tempora, 
& concordabis cum Scriptura. This Goverment is like 
a great Fabric rear'd up with fuch exact rules of Arr 
and Architecture that the foundation, the roof, ſides, 


and angles, with all the other parts have ſuch a de. 


pendence of mutual ſupport by a rare contignation, 
concinnity and indentings one in the other,that ifyou 
rake out but oze ſtone it hazards the downfall of the 
whole Edifice : This makes me think, that the Church 
of Rewe would be content to part with, and reRifie 
ſom things, if it might not endanger the ruine of the 
whole, which puts the world in deſpair of an Oec#- 
menical Councel again. | 

The Vniformity of this Fabric is alſo to be admir'd, 
which is ſuch asf it were but one entire continued 
Homogeneous peece; for put caſe a Spaniard ſhould 
g0to Pulayd, and a Pole ſhould travel to the furtheſt 
part of Spain,wheras ajl other objeAs may ſeem ne're 


| ſo ſtrange to them in point of /odging, /angnage and 
diet, though the complexion and faces, the behe- 


viour, garb, and garments of men, women and chil- 
dren be diffring, cogether with the very air and clime_ 
of the place, though all rhings ſeem ſtrange unto 
them, and ſo ſomwhat uncouth and comfortles, yet 
when they go to Gods Houſe in either Countreys, 
they may ſay they are there at home, for nothing 
differs there either in Language, Worſhip, Service Or 
Ceremony, which mult needs be ga unſpeakable com- 

fort to either of them. 
Thirdly, it muſt needs be a' commendable thing 
that they keep their Churches ſo cleanly and Amiable, 
+ Nj tor 
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for the Dwellings of the Lord of Hoſts ſhould be ſo: 
To which end your greateſt Ladies will riſe before 
Cay ſomtimes 1n their night clothes to fail a ſweeping 
ſom part of the Church, and decking it with flowers, 
2s I heard Count Goudamars Wite us'd to do here at 
E/z-Houſe Chappel ; beſides,they keep them 1a'con- 
ſtant repair, ſo that if but a quarry of glaſle chance 
to be broken, or the leaſt ſtone be out of ſquare, 
*tis preſently mended. Moreover, their Churches 
and wide open early and late, inviting as it were all 
Commers, ſo that a poor troubled ſoul may have ac- 
ceffe thither at all houres to breath out the pantings 
of his heart, and the ejacuſations of his ſoul either 


mn prayer or praiſe : nor is ther any exception of 


perſons in their Churches, for the {obler will kneel 
with the {07, and the Lanxareſſe gig by geoul with 
her Lady, ther being no PeWes there to cauſe pride 
and enyy, contentions and quarrels which are ſo rite 
10 other Churches, 

The comely proſtrations of the body, with genu- 
flexion, and otheraQsof humility in time of Divine 
Service is very exemplary: Add herunto, that the 
reverence they ſhew to the holy funtions of the 
Church is wonderful, Princes and Queens will not 
difdainto kifle a Capuchins fleeve, or the Surplice 
of a Prieſt: Beſides, I have ſeen the greateſt and 
beutifulPſt young Ladies go to Hoſpitals, wher they 
not only creſſe, but lick the ſores of che flick. 

Furthermore, the conformity of ſeczlars, and re- 
ficzment of tucir judgments tothe Governors ofthe 
Church is remarkablg: Ther are not ſuch Scepricks 
and Cavillers there as in other places, They humbly 
belceve that Lazarus was three daies in the grave, 
without queſtioning where his ſoul was all the while, 

nor 
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nor will they expoliulat how a men who was born 
blind from his Nativity ſhould preſently know the 
ſhapes of Trees wherunto he thought the firſt men he 
ever ſaw werelike after hereceiv'd ſight. Add herunto 

that they eſteem for Church preferments moſt com- 
monly a man of a pious good diſpoſition, of a meek / 
ſpirit, and godly life,more then a Lear»ed man, that is 
either a great Linguilt, Antiquary or Philolopher,and 

the firſt is advanc'd ſooner then the latter. 

Laſtly, they think nothing too good or too much 
for Gods Hoyſe, or for his 1Minifters, no place too 
{weet, no buildings too ſtarely for them being of the 
beſt profeſſion. The moſt curious Artiſts will em- 
ploy the beſt of their skill to compoſe hymns, and 
Anthemes for Gods Houle, &c. 

But, me thinksI hear you ſay, that you acknow- 
ledge all this to be commendable, were it not that 
it is accompagnied wich an odd opinion that they 
think to merit therby, accounting them works of 
Supererogation. 

Truly, Sir, I have diſcours'd with the greateſt 
Magnifiers of meritorions works, and the chiefeſt of 
them, made me this compariſon, that the Bloud of 

Chriſt is like a great veſſel of Wine, and ail the me- 
' rits of men whether aCcive or paſſive, were it poſlt- 
blero gather them all in one lump, ' are but as a drop 
of water thrown into that great veſſel, and ſo mult 
needs be made Wine, not that the zyater hath any 
inherent vertu of it ſelf to make ic ſelf ſo, but as itre- 
ceives it from the 37:xe.

Fathers of the Primitive times, and prefet Joh: (al- 
#in, or 4 ( a1th9n before them all: Among, otirec 
tenets of the firit titmes they hold the ten Sy#:1/s to 
be fictitious and fabulous, arid no better then Ur 
gania, or the Lady of the Lake, or fuch doripg bel- 
dams : They ſtick not to term their ptediAions of 
Chriſt to be meer mock-Oracles,' and odd arreptiti- 
ous frantick extravagaricies ;* They cry out th2t they 
were forg'd and obtruded co. the wor!id by ſors offt- 
cious Chriſtiahs to procure credir, and counterance 
to their Religron among the Pagaus, _ 
For my part, Madame, '1 am none of this incredv- 
lous perverſs race of men, but what thEchrrent, and 
concurrent teftitaonies of the Primitive times do hold 
forth, I give credit therunto without any ſcruple. * 
Now, touching the works of the $ybi/ls;they were 
in high requeſt among the Fathers of the ficlt 4. Cen- 
tuties, infomuch char they us'd to urge their Prophe- 
ſies for converſion of Pagays, who therfore call'd 
the Chriſtians Syb34;anits, nor did they hold it a 
word of reproach; They were all Vifgins,. 4nd for

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the ſoul, but by pure divine inſpirations not depen-: 
ding on ſecond cauſes in ſight; They ſpeak not like 
the ambiguous Pagan Oracles in riddles, but ſo cleer- 
ly that they ſomtimes go beyond the Jewiſh Pro- 
pbets ; they were call'd $;obalz that is, of the Coun- 
ſels of God, Sos inthe Eolic diale& being Des : 
They were preferr'd before all the { ha/dean Wiſards, 
before the Baciaes, Branchyde and others, as alſo be- 
fore Tirefpas, Manto, Matis, or ( aſſavdra, &c. 

Nor did che Chr:/#ians onely value them at that 
height, but the moſt learned among the Erbxiks, did 
ſo, as YVarro, Livie, and ( icero, the firſt being the 
greateſt Ant5quary, the ſecond the greateſt Hiſtorian, 
and the third the greateſt Orator that ever Rome bad, 
who ſpeaks ſo much of that famous Acroſtic that one 
of them made of the Name of our Saviour , which 
ſure could not be the work of a Chriſtian , as ſom 
would maliciouſly obtrude,it being ſo long beforethe 
Incarnation. | 

But for the better diſcharge of my engagement. to 
your Ladiſhip, I will rank all the ten before you, with 
ſom of their moſt ſignal Predictions.

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The third was De/phica, who ſaith, 4 Prophet ſoall 
be born of a Virgin. 

The fourth was Sybilla /#meaa, born in (ampanis 
in Italy, who hath theſe words, that God ſhall be born 
of a Virgin, and conver ſe with ſinners. 

The fifth was the famous Erythree born at Baby- 
{on,-ho compos'd that famous Acroſtic which St. Au - 
guſtin took ſo much pains to tranſlate into Latin : 
which begins, The Earth ſhall ſweat ſignes of Jnudgment, 

from Heaven ſhall cem a King who ſhall reign for ever, 
Viz, in humane fleſh, to the end that by his preſence he juag 
the world; A river of fire and brimStane ſpall fall from 
Heaven, the Suy and Starrs ſhall loſe their light, the Fir- 
mament ſpall be diſſolv'd, and the Moon ſhall be dark- 
ed, a Trumpet ſhall ſoun4 from Heaven is woſull and 
terrible manner, and the opening of the Earth ſhall dsſco- 
ver confuſed, and dark, h,ll, aud before the fudge ſhall 
rom evry King, &c.
